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illiteracy inCanada Leave It To T The Admiralty Crown Jewels Worth Millions Village Run

To proyide educational facilities: in 
the frontier settlements of Canada, 
the minister of education in Saskat- 
chewan has recently announced the 
decision of his department to establish 
the “Outpost Correspondence School” 
for the purpose of serving hciidren who 
live beyond the borders of organized 
school districts. This will do much 
to relievo the minds of parents who 
are pioneeriag in remote districts and 
whose ordinary hardships are sufml- 
ctent price to pay for the new hore ty 
a new land. These children need not 
be deprived of at least the elementary 
education which Is so necessary to 
their happiness and success in life. 

Unfortunate illiteracy In Canada is 
not confined to Its frontiers and new- 
territories. Defining iiliteracy as 
ity after the ago-of ten years 
to read or write in any language, an 
analysis the census statistics of 
1921 shows that 5.10 per cent. of Can- 
ada ts illiterate. Of the provinces, 
Ontarlo has the lowest fliiteracy, 2.90 
per cont.; aad New Branswick tops the 
list with 7.61 per cent. illiterate. 
Manitoba comés second to New Bruns- 
wick with an illf{teracy of 7.09 per cent. 
In that provinces the high percentage 
is due in great measure to the large 
immigrant population in which illit- 
eracy is mach higher than among 
Canadian-born. Of the foreign-born 
in Manitoba 20.72 per cent. are illiter- 
ate. In the three weatern provinces 
there are 69,636 fMterates and of these 
Sl per cent. are forefgn-born and 19 
per cent. Canadian and British-born-— 
a condition which should make us, a6 
Canadians, think. ‘Compulsory edu- 
eation laws are doing nvuch, but In 
spite of these, many Canadian-born 
children of foreign parentage as well 
es many children of Canadian {lliter- 
ate parents are perpetuaiing thefr fam- 
{ly names In the ranks of illiteracy. 
For instance, 39.46 per cent. of foretgn- 
born Ukrainians {n Canada are illiter- 
ate and 7.65 per cent. of their Cana- 
dian-born children can neither read 
nor write! Hiiteracy, however, must 
not be confused with inability to speak 
Inglish. This is another problem and 
a serfous one. In Saskatchewan alone 
over 40,000 citizens cannot speak Eng- 
lish,
